Garnet and 


After having conducted extensive 
tests on the comparative merits of 
Garnet and Marqiis wheats, the two 
early maturing cereals developed 
within reeent years, the Federal De- 
partment of, Agriculture reports that 
“we cannot recommend Garnet as a 
eubstitute for Marquis in districts 
where the latter varlety may be de- 
pended upon to thrive successfully.” 
The report points out, however, that | 
even in those distriets where condi. 
tions are inimleal to the proper de- 
velopment of Marquis wheat, it may 
often be, profitable to the farmer to 
cultivate Garnet wheat In pret of the 
area devoted to wheat, 

The report points out that “from 
the standpoint of milling and baking! 
qualities, Garnet undoubtedly does | 

hot rank as high as Marquis, all, 

things considered, although it seems | 
enlilled to a place among the food | 
milling wheats. The chief point re- 
garding which Garnet is open to 
criticism is in color of the flour, This 
without doubt is more ‘creamy’ than 
Marquis. Since, however, bleaching 
and maturing processes have become 
so highly developed and are becoming 
50 generally practised, the objection 
of the color of Garnet would appear 
to be appreciably minimized,” 

Commenting on the results of the 
compurative baking tests of the two 
wheats, the report says that “gener- 
ally speaking, the flour of Marquis) 
absorbs a Ilitle more water than | 
Goes that of Garnet and, consequently, | 
{fs inclined to produce a little higher | 
bread yield.” 

Garnet wheat, however, by matur-| 
ing from five to ten days earlier than | 
Marquis, has a decided advantage in 
the early frost belt. 

The depariment summarizes the 
result of its experiments as follows: 

“On the average of all tests con- 
ducted to date on the federal experi-| 
mental farms and’ statlons as well as | 
on provinelal farms Garnet out-does 
Ruby quite definitely, but there does 
not appear to be a significant differ- 
ence in yielding abilily between the 
former variety and Marquis, This 
siatement would seesn to apply pretty 
generally to tests conducted by farm-! 
ers as well. 

“Qn the other hand, Garnet appears 
capable of out-yiclding Marquis by a

“Garnet matures from five to ten 
days earlier tham Marquis and about 
a day alead of Ruby, Under certain | 
conditions the difference in maturity 
between Garnet and Marquis may ast 
considerably greater than the above. 

“In strength of straw Garnet ap- 
pears to come between Marquis and 
Ruby, being slightly stronger than 
Ruby, but not quite so strong as Mar- 
quis. Under some conditions, how- 
ever, Marquis shows distinctly great-| 
er strength. | 

“In tests conducted at the rust re- 
search laboratory, Winnipes, Garnet 
did not display any resistance’ to any 
of the seven physiologic forms of} 
stem rust used. 

“Although this variety may 
possess must resistance, it may prove) 
of value in rust areas by partially es- 
caping this disease, owing to {ts 
ability to mature early. 

“In the case of samples obtained 
from the Dominion experimental 
farms and stations in the prairie pro- 
vinces in 1924 and 1925, Garnet 
weighed slightly le# per measured 
bushel than dil Marquis.

Conquer Them 

“Bvery year,” said Eon. Willlam 
Finlayson, Minister of Lands. and 
Forests in the Legislature, “we have 
the game number of fools starting 
fires In the bush. Now we can’t con- 
trol the idiot who throws a burning 
Cigarette away, but we can spot a 
firo when It is still small and prevent 
it from spreading.”
